"  Down  On  The  Farm" 
A  Real  Slice  Of  Life  Drama  During  The  Great  Depression 


If  you've  tffer  wondered  how  people  got  by  years  ago 
during  the  winter  months  without  all  the  luxuries  we  have  today, 
a  diary  has  recently  been  donated  to  the  Rochester  Plumb 
Memorial  Library's  historical  collection  which  provides  a  "real 
slice  of  life  drama"  during  the  Great  Depression.  It  was  a  time 
when  families  used  outhouses  instead  of  toilets,  pine  needles 
were  used  to  insulate  houses  and  families  wore  sweaters  and 
stockings  to  bed  to  try  to  keep  warm.  If  someone  didn't  replenish 
the  wood  in  the  woodstove  every  half  hour  during  the  night,  the 
family  could  freeze.  Families  listened  to  radios  for  entertainment 
instead  of  television  sets.  Men  and  women  worked  long  hard 
hours.  Many  local  historians  are  waiting  to  get  their  hands  on 
the  book  "Down  On  A  Farm-The  Great  Depression  1933-1934,"  a 
diary  about  a  family  who  moved  to  North  Rochester  to  work  on  a 
relatives  farm,  painting  a  bleak  picture  of  the  times  and  many 
hardships  they  survived  with  the  help  of  strong  family  bonds  and 
a  gleam  of  hope  for  a  better  life. 

The  diary  was  written  by  Florence  May  LaCombe  Hicks 
in  January  of  1934  and  recounts  the  family's  years  at  Ashwood 
Farm  in  North  Rochester.  Her  husband,  Leslie  Hicks,  went  to 
work  for  his  Aunt  Bea  (daughter  of  the  noted  painter  Elijah 
Baxter)  milking  a  herd  of  about  a  dozen  cows  and  carrying  out  all 
the  related  farming  chores  surrounding  a  herd.  He  was  27  and  his 
wife  was  32  at  the  time. 

The  author's  son,  Robert  Baxter  Hicks,  begins  the  book 
by  explaining  how  the  diary  came  about.  "Early  in  1934,  in  the 
depths  of  winter,  she  commenced  keeping  a  diary  of  the 
experience,  starting  off  with  a  retrospective  look  at  what  had 
transpired  since  their  arrival  late  in  March,"  he  wrote.  She  begins 
writing  about  how  she  and  her  family  moved  away  from  Lynn  to 
experience  the  "rustic  life."  Reality  sunk  in  soon  enough.  "I  had 
visions  of  spending  winter  evenings  on  the  farm,  sewing,  and 
reading  magazines,  etc.. .Of  course  on  the  summer  nights,  we'd 
just  sit  outside  and  sort  of  rest  and  commune' with  the  stars  and 
nature.  What  a  rude  awakening  awaited,  as  you  will  see,"  she 
wrote.  Her  family  lived  in  a  cabin  until  a  "little  house"  was  fixed 
up  for  them.  "Now  the  cabin  is  a  lovely  one,  being  built  to  keep 
cool  in  the  summer,  and  is  almost  a  half-mile  down  in  from  the 
road  on  the  edge  of  the  pond,(Snipatuit)  a  fine  place  if  one 
wanted  absolute  solitude. "  She  was  greatly  disappointed  after 
learning  that  her  husband  had  to  work  long  hours  away  from 
them  on  the  farm.  "He'd  leave  about  6:00  am  and  return 
anywhere  between  9:00  and  11:00  for  breakfast.  I  never  knew 
whether  I  was  on  my  feet  or  on  my  head.  For  a  while  it  was  pretty 
chilly,  though  a  roaring  fire  was  in  the  fireplace  the  wind  would 
blow  in  around  the  doors  and  windows  so  we  had  to  wear 
sweaters  and  stay  right  in  front  of  the  fire.  There  were  times  when 
we'd  eat  with  our  backs  freezing,"  she  explained. 

Spring  was  much  warmer  with  trees  and  green  things 
coming  to  life-including  ticks  which  would  burrow  themselves  in 
the  family  dog  "Teddy"  and  once  in  a  while  on  the  children,  Jan 


and  Bobby.  She  and  her  children  watched  Mr.  Hicks  load  the 
manure  spreader  and  then  followed  him  to  the  oat  field  where 
they  watched  him  plow,  harrow,  disc  harrow  and  seed.  After  the 
carpenter  finally  finished  their  house,  they  waited  three  weeks  for 
a  painter  and  another  week  for  the  paint  to  dry  before  they  could 
finally  move  in.  "Of  course  there  was  running  water  in  the  sink 
but  we  had  an  outside  drain  and  an  outside  toilet." 

Les  had  all  his  work  to  do  and  bottles  to  wash  and  cream 
to  separate.  "Grammie"  and  "Grampie"  used  to  come  down  most 
ever)'  night  to  listen  to  the  radio,  "otherwise  it  wouldn't  have 
been  very  nice  alone  down  in  the  cabin  with  the  two  children  and 
no  telephone.  One  main  problem  the  family  faced  was  their  Aunt 
Bea.  "Our  life  down  here  has  been  like  that  due  mainly  to  the  fact 
that  Bea  will  not  follow  a  schedule,  gets  up  late,  makes  and  breaks 
her  plans,  and  works  late  nights.  Of  course  if  there  were  more 
money  and  more  help  it  wouldn't  matter  so  much.  Things  would 
get  done  at  a  reasonable  hour  but  Les  has  been  haying  at  9:00  am, 
working  till  11:00  or  later,  working  nights  till  8:00  pm  or  9:00  pm 
because  he  had  to  go  haying  just  before  chore  time." 

Mrs.  Hicks  also  wrote  about  taking  her  children  to  the 
beach  in  Marion,  learning  to  swim  and  getting  "nice  and  brown." 
Her  husband  came  with  them  on  two  Sunday  afternoons  because 
he  had  to  take  the  milk  route  almost  every  Sunday.  The  diary 
isn't  without  its  share  of  near-tragedies.  One  day  "Grampie"  (Les' 
father)  was  "fixing  up  an  auto  in  the  toolroom  in  the  barn.  Les 
was  brushing  the  cows,  the  kids  and  I  were  watching  when  we 
heard  a  loud  report.  Les  ran  into  the  toolroom  just  as  Grampie 
cried  'It  blew  up,  I  thought  it  was  a  little  piece  of  copper  tubing," 
and  Les  came  out  with  him.  He  was  holding  his  hand.  The  dark 
tan  on  Grampie's  face  was  white,"  she  wrote.  He  was  brought  to 
the  hospital  and  given  the  choice  of  having  the  thumb,  forefingers

and  middle  finger  of  his  left  hand  off  or  taking  a  chance  on 
keeping  them  and  a  possible  infection.  He  took  the  chance,  she 
said.  The  doctors  told  him  he  was  lucky  that  it  hadn't  gotten  into 
his  eyes.  The  diary  also  talks  about  his  search  for  a  job  in  Boston. 

She  also  mentions  her  love  of  gardens  of  lovely  roses, 
lilacs,  bridal  wreath  and  honeysuckle  all  over  the  front  of  the 
house.  "When  it  was  in  blossom  a  hummingbird  came.  It  was  a 
beautiful  tiny  bird  and  we  found  its  nest  in  one  of  the  trees  in  the 
orchard.  That  nest  wasn't  larger  than  a  quarter  but  there  were  two 
tiny  birds  in  it.  Les  helped  me  climb  the  stepladder  and  I  had  a 
peek,"  she  wrote.  She  kept  herself  busy  sewing,  making  aprons, 
getting  the  material  from  Sears  and  Roebuck  Co.  mail  order 
house,  and  raking  pine  needles  to  bank  the  house  with. 

She  said  she  liked  the  country  but  not  the  confinement. 
"Farming  from  hand  to  mouth,  and  especially  for  someone  else, 
and  never  being  able  to  go  anywhere  for  recreation  rather  gives 
one  an  existence  instead  of  a  life."  She  also  said  she  enjoyed  being 
outdoors  and  "realize  this  isn't  forever."  "We  have  great  plans 
when  we  do  get  our  'Big  Opportunity'."  One  of  her  biggest 
complaints  is  the  bitter  cold.  On  Monday,  December  15, 1933  she 
wrote  how  she  heard  the  news  on  the  radio  that  it  was  so  cold  in 
Germany,  birds  froze  in  the  air  and  they  had  to  chop  ice  to  free 
swans  in  the  ponds.  "Little  did  we  realize  that  we'd  experience 
the  same  thing  ourselves,"  she  wrote.  Some  nights  were  18 
degrees  below.  The  children  slept  with  their  sweaters  and 
stockings  on  in  addition  to  shirts  and  nighties  and  heavy  coats 
over  their  numerous  blankets.  Every  one  and  a  half  hours  the

alarm  went  off  to  wake  Les  to  replenish  the  fire.  "Les  found  solid 
ice  in  the  sink,  which  is  right  against  the  stove." 

On  Sunday,  December  31, 1933  they  found  frost  inside 
all  around  the  baseboards  and  couch,  "even  though  we  have  had 
a  steady  fire.  The  back  door  has  been  white  with  frost  for  the  past 
few  days.  I  certainly  hope  we  won't  have  this  experience  often. 
Some  papers  report  it  as  the  worst  in  our  history,  at  least  it  is  the 
worst  in  more  years  than  many  can  remember.  The  children  still 
have  noses  that  need  continual  wiping,  Jan  especially.  I  had  some 
pleurisy  but  that  is  better.  I  think  of  those  people  without  food  or 
fuel.  The  suffering  must  have  been  acute  in  many  places. " 

"This  year  has  had  many  experiences,  though  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  we  and  ours  have  had  food  and 
shelter.  We  ourselves  have  gained  physically  down  here,  if  not

financially.  Health  is,  of  course,  more  important.  I  feel  that  we  will 
all  get  to  a  more  comfortable  position".  I  hope  so. " 

The  diary  ends  abruptly  at  the  end  of  March  in  1934.  At 
that  time  Mrs.  Hicks  discovered  she  was  pregnant.  It  was  July 
before  they  got  away  to  a  more  promising  future.  Grampie  found 
employment  and  Grammie's  health  continued  to  deteriorate  as 
the  removal  of  her  teeth  did  not  deter  the  effects  of  the  real 
ailment,  pernicious  anemia,  at  that  time  incurable.  According  to 
Robert  Baxter  Hicks,  son  of  Les  and  Florence,  they  moved  to 
Middleton,  where  Fran  was  born  in  November.  Les  eventually 
became  a  regional  field  representative  for  Eastern  States  Farmers 
Exchange  as  assistant  manager  at  a  new  warehouse  in 
Putnamville.  Bea  continued  to  believe  she  was  singlehandedly 
supporting  many  of  her  extended  family,  and  was  now  being  left 
in  the  lurch  by  her  ungrateful  nephew. 

In  the  beginning  of  her  diary,  Mrs.  Hicks  states,  "this 
record  may  or  may  not  prove  interesting  when  the  children  grow 
up."  Luckily  for  us,  the  children  found  it  interesting  enough  to 
donate  to  the  Plumb  Memorial  Library  for  the  opportunity  to  read 
a  real  history  book.  If  interested  in  reading  more  about  the  Hicks 
family,  a  copy  of  the  diary  may  be  read  at  the  library.  Please  call 
the  library  for  more  information  at  763-8600. 

The  heirs  of  Elijah  Baxter  (Bea's  father)  have  also 
donated  two  of  his  paintings,  one  of  Lily  Pond  and  on  of  Snipatuit 
Pond  in  late  autumn,  to  the  library.  His  heirs  donated  the 
paintings  because  he  enjoyed  spending  his  last  10  years  living  at 
the  Ashwood  Farm.  The  Trustees  of  the  Plumb  Library  are  pleased 
to  have  these  beautiful  and  historically  important  works  of  art  in 
their  collection,  and  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Baxter's  family  for  their 
generous  gift.  Elijah  Baxter  was  born  in  Hyannis  in  1849.  His  early 
work  was  purchased  by  prominent  families  including  Providence 
Mayor  Doyle  and  Rhode  Island  Secretary  of  State  Alderman.  He 
studied  art  in  England  and  Belgium,  and  had  art  studios  in 
Providence  and  New  York  as  well  as  New  Bedford.  The  public  is 
welcome  to  stop  in  the  library  to  admire  the  paintings.

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  2, 1996 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday  January  2, 
1996  at  7:00  pm  by  Selectman  John  N.  DeCosta.  Also 
present  was  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney  and 
Assistant  to  the  Executive  Secretary,  Melody  Pacheco. 
Chairman  Paul  Lambalot  was  detained  a  few  minutes 
due  to  the  inclement  weather. 

At  7:05  Selectmen  met  with  Ms.  Cynthia  Paige 
and  Ms.  Michelle  Bernier  of  the  Mattapoisett  Council 
On  Aging.  They  informed  Selectmen  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  have  agreed  to  accept  the  COA  as  tenants  for 
a  one-year  trail  basis.  According  to  the  members,  a  full- 
time  director  would  also  be  needed  to  open  and  close 
the  center  for  liability  purposes.  Ms.  Bernier  said  they 
would  be  thrilled  to  start  meeting  in  the  center  in  April 
or  May,  before  the  next  Town  Meeting  in  July. 
Selectmen  agreed  to  add  the  three  month  budget  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting.  They  need  to 
request  $5,105  to  be  added  to  their  budget  for  rent, 
salary,  set-up  and  janitorial  services.  "It  would  give 
time  for  the  town  to  support  it  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,"  said  Selectman  Mahoney.  He  also  noted  the 
article  would  be  for  the  first  2-3  months  of  the  center's 
operation  "with  the  notion  to  enter  into  a  one  year 
contract  beginning  in  Fiscal  Year  1996."  Selectmen  said

Members  of  the  Marion  Conservation 
Committee  submitted  a  letter  requesting  the  board 
to  reconsider  removing  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action 
Committee  from  the  Town  House  to  relieve  space 
problems.  The  letter  cited  the  benefits  of  having  the 
BBAC  based  in  Marion.  Chairman  Winters  stated 
that  he  did  not  "see  any  obligation  to  provide  a 
permanent"  home  for  the  BBAC,  and  Selectman 
Schaefer  agreed. 

Robert  N.  Linde  submitted  "a  request  for  the 
improvement  in  the  winter  conditions  of  Marion's 
sidewalks."  Very  few  of  them  are  cleared  after 
snowstorms.  He  suggested  that  the  town  pass  "a 
bylaw  requiring  homeowners  to  clear  the  sidewalks 
fronting  their  properties."  He  added  that  the  town 
should  make  an  "effort  to  notify  owners  of  their 
responsibility  (and  possible  vulnerability  to  lawsuit 
if  an  accident  were  to  occur.)"  Another  problem  are 
driveway  plowing  contractors  who  do  not  realize 
their  responsibility  to  prevent  the  snow  banks  from 
blocking  sidewalks.  Mr.  Linde  also  recommended 
that  the  Selectmen  "direct  the  DPW  to  stop  piling 
snow  on  the  walks.  I  suggest  you  take  a  look  at  the 
pile  on  the  NE  corner  of  Spring  and  Cottage  Streets, 
just  across  from  the  school.  Two  years  ago  the  pile  at 
this  location  was  at  least  five  feet  high  and  lasted  for 
weeks."  If  there  is  a  large  snowfall,  school  children 
who  walk  home  will  be  forced  to  walk  down  the 
streets.  The  board  agreed  with  his  suggestions  and 
Selectman  Schaefer  recommended  giving  a  copy  to 
the  planning  board. 

The  chairman  of  the  Wareham  Board  of 
Selectman  sent  the  Marion  a  request  for  a 
perambulation  of  the  bounds. 

The  BBAC  sent  a  letter  about  a  proposed 
marine  fueling  regulation.  "The  majority  of  the 
petroleum  hydrocarbons  entering  Buzzards  Bay  are 
from  the  chronic  small  scale  sources...."  The
